Yo make people understand that her 
consuming desire is to evacuate Man- 
churia, and that the Convention which 
‘all her critics combined to persuade 
the Emperor of China not to sign was 
\ merely intended to define the gradual 
| process of evacuating Manchuria and 
ithe temporary measures to be taken 
| for ensuring tranquillity in that coun- 
| try. ‘There is some exeuse for Russia's 
| critics, for it isa little difficult to under- 
stand how the early evacuation of 
Manchuria was to be promoted by the 
insertion in the Convention of a provi- 
sion that “in Manchuria, Mongolia, 
and Chinese Turkestan no railway, 
mining, or other concession shall be 
granted tothe nationals of auy other 
Power, nor cau China construct any 
railway.” As the “ Westminster Ga- 
zette” says: “Once again we regret 
that Russia should think it necessary 
to disguise her obvious aims and ambi~ 
tions and to play the game of make- 
believe in this matter. What good end 
is attained by protesting that an agree- 
ment which gave Russia exclusive 
rights in Mongolia and ‘Turkestan was 
merely designed to secure the evacua- 
tion of Manchuria at the earliest 
possible moment? ‘The only practical 
result of this kind of official apologia 
is to make it difficult to get public 
feviing friendly to Russia and her 
aims. For what has really happened 
is that Russia having put her foot 
down has had to withdraw it; but it 
must not be inaagined that she will put 
it down on exactly the same spot from 
which she touk it up.” ‘The “West- 
minster Gazette,” like other papers that 
are not unfriendly to Russia, denies 
that Great Britain would lose any- 
thing by Manchuria becoming Russian, 
“Manchuria.” it says, “is likely 
to be more open to trade in the 
hands of Russia than in the hands 
of China; and if Russian energy is 
spent in’ the north of China we 
shail be so much the safer on the 
frontiers of India.” There is very little

It wi 
the top of spring tides whon she struck the 
rock, and therefore with the fall of the 
spring ebb she must have settled deepor 
on the rocks, impaling her. ‘The change 
of 12 feet in her position was very likely 
merely the settling of the ship again in her 
first position, as her engines went full 
speed astern after she struck, and might 
have drawn her back that distance. There 
re various theories of the cause of the 
disaster. but these must not be dealt with 
until after the enquiry at Hongkong. 

Tr will have been noticed that HBL. 
cruiser Bleneim and the storeship Humber 
have come up to Woosung from the wreck 
of theSobraon.

A bequest to the 
Race Club takes the form of two cups, to 
be raced for at two meetings by grifiins 
locally owned, and if ridden by outsiders 
to carry a ten-pound penalty. ‘The Native 
Hospital here and the Cemetery at Pagoda 
are to receive $2,000 aud $1,000 respec- 
tively and the Recreation ground one thii 
share of the proceeds of the sale of his 
household property.

iv Peking are burying their valuables in 
anticipation of the withdrawal of the 
foreign and the return of the Chinese 
troops. 

We have received Hongkong papers to 
the 11th inst.—Coiners have beeu arrested 
in Bangkok who were using Siamese and 
English type for the manufacture of coun- 
terfeit ticals.—Mr. H. C. Howorth, an 
assistant in Messrs. Watson & Co.'s dis- 
pensary, died of plague at Hongkong on 
the 5th.’

Empire, which we have at all times sought 
to preserve. So far as our commercial in- 
terests are concerned, it would probably be 
injurious, since it would substitute the ex- 
clusive trade policy of Russia for the open 
door, guaranteed by the concert of the 
Powers. Our Government has already done 
all that it could to prevent these con- 
sequences, It has secured an understand- 
ing among the Powers that all trade 
advantages secured from China by any of 
them shall be open to the others on the 
same terms. It bas proposed an under- 
standing that no cessions of territory shall be 
made to any one Power without the know- 
ledge of the others, and that none shall be 
sought, and to this we have the assent of 
all the Powers, including Russia. If either 
of these understandings is violated, as is not 
impossible, the United States will join with 
the other Powers affected in trying to 
secures remedy. Butit would be astrange 
interpretation of its duty in the premises 
tosay, for instance, that it should negotiate 
with Great Britain, Japan and Germany an 
agreement with the object of forcing Russia 
to observe the agreement by war. ‘That is 
apoint to which neither the interests nor 
the duties of this Government can carry it, 
The moment force is appealed to in connec- 
tion with any phase of the Chinese question 
as between the Powers, no human foresight 
can see the end. Infinite complications 
ing out of coni sting interests, and even 
assions must arise. In these the United 
tates cannot become entangled. Nor is 
there the slightest prospect of such a peril 
as long as the policy of our Government is 
dictated by the sound principles adopted 
and enforced by the present administra- 
tion.

THE NEED OF CAPITAL IN 
JAPAN. 


10th May. 

Japan has been thrown open to 
the world, the Governments of the 
West having consented to the aboli- 
tion of extraterritoriality, and the evil 
results that many foretold would fol- 
low both to Japan and foreigners 
have not yet been experienced. Ja- 
panese were afraid that there would 
be an irruption into their country of 
foreigners and foreign capital, with 
whom they themselves would be un- 
able to compete; unfortunately for 
themselves, there has been no such 
irruption ; and we now find the “ Re- 
gister,” the Japanese magazine to 
which we referred the other day, 
pleading for the introduction of 
foreign capital in an extremely able 
article. Some remedy has to be 
found for the present unsatisfactory 
position of Japanese finance ; though 
it must be said at the outset that 
Japanese finance is by no means in 
such a parlous state in reality as 
appears on paper. ‘The stock of gold 
is down to Y63,500,000, against 
which convertible notes to the value 
of ¥208,000,000 have been issued ; 
but it must be remembered that the 
Japanese generally prefer notes to 
gold. A further draft upon the 
stock of gold seems, hoivever, inevit- 
able, as large stocks of imported goods 
have still to be paid for. A panic 
might very easily follow such a con- 
dition, and already there have been a 
number of bank failures, and many 
sound industrial enterprises have 
been stopped by the difficulty of 
obtaining accommodation at reason- 
able rates. Japan's difficulty is that 
she is not in direct touch with 
the financial centres of the world. 
Ifa Kuropean country finds its stock 
of gold running low it raises its rate 
of interest and gold flows in directly 
from its neighbours ; but this resource 
is cut off from Japan. As the value of 
Japan's imports is considerably larger 
than that of her exports, her gold is 
in constant danger of being drained 
away. Remedies for this are being 
sought, the principal ones being: 
(1) Discouraging imports; (2) In- 
creasing ex (3) Government 
loans to replenish the gold reserve ; 
(4) Inducement to foreign capital to. 
invest in Japan. 

The “Register” proceeds to ex- 
amine these four remedies. The 
first, it says, “can never be entirely 
successful, because, so long as people 
require goods from abroad, they will 
not deny themselves for altruistic 
reasons. A large proportion of im- 
ports are necessities, and so long as 
Japan continues to adopt Western 
methods, she must buy Western 
machinery and appliances ; every new 
project, every step of advance, 








requires some importation of equip- 
ment.” As to the second remedy, 
the “Register” points out that a 
great deal has been done already to 
increase exports; but this, as it says, 
is closely bound up with the first 
remedy, as the experience of the 
yarn trade shows. This trade has 
grown in a few years into a very 
Important position, and is the result 
of the importation of machinery which 
would have been kept out of the 
country if the plan now proposed 
of discouraging imports had been 
then in execution. “The balance of 
trade can only be changed by present 
expenditure for necessary equip- 
ments, and it would be good business 
to obtain funds even at a present 
sacrifice. The motto should be: 
“Look after the exports and the 
imports will take care of themselves.’” 

‘Phe Government loan remedy docs 
not commend itself to the “ Register.” 
It says :—“Loans by the Government 
to replenish the gold reserve would 
remove the pressing difficulties of the 
situation, but the remedy would 
have to be applied many times before 
the tide of trade changes to any 
extent, and the constant appeals to 
a limited class of investors would 
depreciate the value of such govern- 
ment issues. Further, such methods 
are too arbitrary, and would cause 
frequent severe disturbances.” There 
remains the inducement to foreign 
capital to invest in Japan, and this 
is ‘the remedy recommended. ‘The 
exports of Japan amounted in 1900 
to ¥204,000,000 in value, an 
amount considerably reduced by the 
oceurrence of the troubles.in the 
North of China, and of this sum, 
¥40,000,000 are directly the result of 
the employment of modern equip- 
ment, while the advance in the 
export of coal, copper, and silk 
manufactures, amounting in 1900 toa 
value of Y55,000,000, is due to the 
investment of capital in modern, i.e. 
western appliances. Japanese rail- 
way and steamship lines are all 
adding to the wealth of the country, 
as are Japan's docks, factories, ship- 
building yards, arsenals, ete., in which 
capital is invested reproductively. 
“In other words, the position of 
Japan is that of a debtor who is 
short of cash because he has been 
obliged to spend largely, and has no 
means of providing himself with 
money except ye selling property 
which he would rather hold.” A 
peculiar feature of the situation, we 
are told, is that the Japanese Govern- 
ment has plenty of money, appro- 
priated in bygone budgets and 
unspent; what the nation Is poor in 
is the gold necessary for international 
exchange. ‘The national expenditure 
of Japan has largely increased in the 
last few years, but the wealth and 
productions of the country have 
inereased fully proportionately. The 
money disbursed in the country by 
the Government does not impoverish 











the people as a whole. Money 
disbursed abroad for unproductive 
objects, such as men-of-war, only 
amounts to a few yen per head of 
the population, and it should be 
regarded as insurance premium, in 
which light it is not really unpro- 
ductive. ‘The national debt of Japan 
is only about £48,000,000, and of this 
all but about £15,000,000 is domestic 
debt. 

‘The foreign obligations of Japan 
are practically entirely under the 
head of Government bonds issued at 
fixed and low rates of interest, 
there having been in Japan hitherto 
a strong feeling against the issue of 
debentures secured on the industrial 
enterprises of the country because 
they involve making annual payments 
abroad for interest, and against allow- 
ing foreigners to become partners 
in Japanese industries, because that 
is letting profits be taken out 
of the country. The “ Register” 
argues against this feeling. It 
says: “It is, however, only neces- 
sary to consider the caso of an 
individual to realise the fallacy of 
the arguments. If a merchant can 
invest money to bring in 20%, it pays 
him, to borrow at 10% or even 15%. 
‘As profits accumulate, the loans can, 
be paid off, so that his returns gra- 
dually increase until he reaps the 
whole benefit. Similarly, such a 
merchant without necessary funds 
would willingly divide the 20% with 
a partner who could supply the 
capital, considering it better to obtain 
107 for himself than to let the op- 
portunity pass because he could not 
obtain the whole profits.” The one 
practicable method which would give 
Japan the full benefit of foreign 
capital is permitting investments by 
foreigners in the industries of the 
country, and allowing thei to share 
to the full extent in the rewards which 
accrue to such investments. “ Money 
so introduced would come in natural 
ways, and flow along natural channels 
without disturbing the oven course 
of trade, while money introduced by 
means of government loan is always 
liable to misuse, and a means of 
disturbance. Further, the foreigner 
who has sufficient enterprise to invest 
in Japan will not do so unless he has 
the opportunity of obtaining a full 
return under conditions allowing 
proper control of his investments. A 
low rate of interest has no attractions 
for such people.” 

‘As the wealth of Japan increases, 
she will be able to buy back these 
investments from the foreigners. 
‘This is the way in which the United 
States aud Australia have progressed 
so well, and this is what Russia is 
now doing. ‘This is the one way in 
which Japan can get out of her 
present difficulties, and Government 
and people must work together to 
provide every facility for the introduc- 
tion of foreign capital into the 
country. 
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THE RACES.

Iris generally agreed that notwith- 
standing abominable weather, the 
race meeting this week has been a 
very good one, The weather could 
hardly have been more unfavourable: 
on Tuesday it was cold with a lower- 
ing sky and constant threatenings of 
rain, but the course was in excellent 
order and the times were accordingly 
good; on Wednesday and Thursday 
it was colder, with a Scotch mist the 
whole time and now and again actual 
drizzle, and the course was all 
mud and water, so that the jockeys 
came in wet through and covered 
with uiud literally from top to 
toe. Stull the attendance was very 

od: wet as the lawns were, 
people walked and stood about on 
them and crowded to the rails when 
the ponies were running, as if they 
were all Scotsmen and to the manner 
born, On ‘Thursday. the bandstand 
had to be covered in with canvas, 
80 penetrating the mist, but it 
was generally understood that the 
band” was bravely executing the 
allotted programme, ngh the 
rs were real ing spring 
veather, We ex) e to have 
one wet day at the spring n.ceting, 
but we have more than our share 
of wet this year. We are told of 
one lady whose tailor replied to her a 
week before the races, when she was 
urging hin to complete the costume 
she intended wearing: “Oh! you 
need not be anxious: you will not 
want this costume, for all three days 
will be wet.” He was right, which 
confirms the remark sometimes made, 
that the Chinese can foretell the 
weather much better than foreigners 






































can, 

Up to some fifteen years ago the 
banks used to close altogether on the 
three race days in springand autumn, 
and tkough the Custom House was 
open from nine until noon, the three 
ys were very strictly observed as 
public holidays. Some fifteen year 
ago a change was made, the banks 
opening their doors for two hours 
each morning. It was feared that 
this was the thin end of the wedge, 
and there was a general apprehen- 
sion that as Shanghai increased in 
size, the race days would cease to be 
public. holidays, and racing men 
would have to make their own 
angements, as the members of 
'y other club do, except the Row- 
ing Club, whose autumn regatta d: 
are also made halt-holidays by the 
banks. But these apprehensions 
have fortunately not been realised 
the desire for occasional holidays, 
which flourishes in every healthy 
human breast, has continued to assert 
itself; and the wheels of business 
still cease to revolve at noon on rice 
days, At one time, now some years 
ago, the races threatened to fali into 
disfavour owing to the crushing influ- 
ence of one large stable which, 
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supplied for the time with almost 
unlimited funds, was able to buy up 
almost every promising pony, and 
enlist. the services of all the best 
Chinese horse-dealers and  grooins 
and the best jockeys. It seemed as 
if racing here would cease to be sport 
and become mere business, and peop'e 
‘ot tired of going up to the Grand 
tand to see the same colours pass 
the post first race after race. Hap- 
ily this condition of things did not 
fast, and when the one great stable 
broke up no other took its place, 
ind nothing could be healthier than 
the present condition. Instead of one 
stable carrying off five or six races 
in one day, the twenty-nine flat 
races of this meeting were carried off 
by twenty different stables, only two 
stables winning three races, and six 
two races. We are again in a period 
of real amateur sport, in which the 
man with one pony may fairly hope 
to hold his own against the man with 
half-a-dozen. S 
It must be confessed that ever since 
the introduction of the Pari-mutuel 
there has been less gaicty and more 
air of business at the Grand Stand. 
Very many people, ladies especially, 
who did not care to encounter the 
trouble of betting, are seduced by the 
simplicity of buying a ticket and 





























writing a pony’s name on it, 
until it seems that nearly every 
one at the races spends a 


great port of the time in collecting 
information, buying cickets, and 
collecting winnings when the tips 
have been good. ‘The Pari-mutuel 
took in over 341,000 on ‘Tuesday, 
nearly $39,000 on Wednesday, and 
nearly $38,000 on Thursday, or 
total of about $118,000, tow 
mast be added the sum of $28,000 
taken in by the cash sweeps, an inno- 
vation at this meeting and a ve-y 
popular one, besides the very Isr 
sum invested in the various lotteries: 
Of course, the same money passes 
over and over again through the 
Pari-mutuel room; but the stim left 
behind for the Race Club's coun: 
sion must have appreciably ligistened 
the purses of the visitors to the meet- 
ing. 

‘An innovation that was very sue 
cessful was the in'roduetion a 
couple of horse races each day, and 
there are not wanting those who 
predict that we shall soon come back 
to theprogrammes of the eariy sixties, 
when nearly all the races were for 
{horses It is pointed out that a 
{Waler can be got up here 
‘nowadays for Tis. 240 or so 
that can make better time than a 
China pony costing a good deal more ; 
jand the China pony if he turns out 
ja failure has to be sold for a song, 
while the Waler is always worth his 
cost as a hack for riding or in a 
carriage. Old residents ask why, if 
the China pony superseded the horse 
before, he should not do it again; 
and the reply is that horses are to be 










































ob'ained from Aastralia now very 
much more easily and cheaply 
than in the old days, while the China 
pony is very much more costly than 
he was then. The disadvantage of 
going back to horse races is, that it 
puts the races again so much in the 
power of the long purse. The small 
stable will be eliminated altogether. 
There is.a glorious uncertainty 
about the China pony as he comes 
down here shaggy and poor, which 
gives the one-pony man his chan 
Even a trial is no certain criterion 
of what he will turn out even- 
tually, for how often has a pony 
discarded and auctioned at fifty tacls 
turned out ultimately a flier, while 
the beauty for which a thousand taels 
or so has been piid, has never done 
anything afterwards:~ There is not 
the same uncertainty abont the horses 
that aro brought here for sale, for 
they are not offered “in the rough,” 
and so the longest purse will be 
usually sure of carrying off the prizes. 
This can be avoided by confining 
the horse races to subscription horses 
distributed by lot. 











IN FAVOUR OF PEACE. 

13th May. 

Statements have appeared, in 
home papers to the effect that the 
Foreign Ministers at Peking are 
wearied of the procrastination of the 
Chinese. At present this charge is 
quite unfounded. ‘There is no delay 
or procrastination abont H.E. Li 
Hung-chang, who is virtually the 
Peace Plenipotentiaries; he wants 
peace, and he is doing his best to 
{farther its attainment; it is the 
foreign Ministers on whom the 
arge of procrastination must be 
1. ‘The real trouble is that certain 
! Powers are very anxious about their 
indemnity claims; they want cash or 
gilt-edyed security, and if they can- 
not get either of these, they hint at 
material guarantees—the occupation 
—temporary, of course—of Chinese 
territory until they get the cash. 
‘This means partition, and all the fat 
in the fire, to use a phrase whose 
expressiveness compensates for its 
‘ack of dignity. 

In the interest of the commercial 
nations who want peace first it is 
now proposed that Great Britain and 
the United States should with all 
the courtesy that diplomacy dictates 
buy up the claims of the other 
Powers, and thus allow them to with- 
draw their troops, which we know 
they are only too anxious to do. 
‘The two Powers named should then 
take the settlement with China in 
their own hands. Two Powers can 
settle in a month what it will take 
ten or eleven or more Powers years 
to settle; and all the time the bill 
China has to pay is running up, trade 
is running down, and the allies get 
more and more tired of each other. 
The course we propose is in every- 
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one’s bast interest, including China’ 
it could be arranged so as not to 
hurt anyone's amour propre, and its 
adoption would lift a heavy load off 
the shoulders of everyone in Peking. 
‘I'rade would revive; the demands on 
the Chinese people necessitated by 
the payment of the indemnities 
would be cheerfully met; and the 
blessings of pence would once more 
descend on this distracted empire. 
Let England and the United States 
ask the other Powers what they will 
take in first-class negotiable bonds to 
clear out, the open door and ‘equal 
rights for all being guaranteed. ‘The 
rest is easy. 





THE PEKING AND TAKU 
FORTS. 


13th May. 

“Tne King’s government must be 
carried on” was one of the political 
aphorisms of the Duke of Wellington 
which, under the mask of bald truism, 
embodied much political wisdom. Tt 
admitted the precedency of matters 
of administration to the fads of the 
partisan, and expressed the Duke's 
firm resolution, not only to suppress 
his own prejudices, but those of his 
friends and party in the stress and 
distress of the ship of State. He 
constantly acted up to it, and on 
more than one momentous occasion 
threw overboard his most cherished 
principles, not in order to retain 
office, but to mect that greatest of all 
exigencies, the salvation of the State. 
It is only very strong men who can 
thus stand up to the charge of incon- 
sistency and show that their power 
is allied with wisdom by recognising 
the inevitable instead of tenaciously 
holding on to principle, which afver 
all in polities is often but the mis- 
spelling of prejudice, 

The Ministers of the Powers in 
Peking last summer were caught in 
a death-trap, and the very unique 
experience they then had ‘seems to 
have filled them and their Govern- 
ments with a fixed resolution that 
under no circumstances whatever 
would they allow a repetition of that 
atrocious chapter of Manchu treach- 
ery and wickedness. Obviously 
this is a determination in which we 
all agree, though surely there is room 
to doubt if the special methods 
their Excellencies are taking to 
secure the end in view are the best 
possible, We should, before going 
further, like to emphasise the fact 
that the villainies and dangers of 
Peking in 1900 would in large mea- 
sure have been non-existent had the 
Ministers shown a little more pre- 
science, and a little more willingness 
to listen to the information and warn- 
ings of their lay co-nationals. We 
know by experience that it is a pre~ 
sumption and often an impertinence 
of the Press to offer advice to Diplo- 
macy, but considering that all for- 
eigners in China are ever on the 





edge of a social and political vol- 
cano, we should have thought that 
all notices of internal rumblings, 
andall premonitions of great eruptions 
would be welcome, and especially 
when supplied by those placed most 
favourably to judge and observe. 
However much our own prognostic 
was despised, the data from which we 
madeit, viz, therepor's of missionaries, 
were worthy of all attention. But 
once again, are not the Ministers fol- 
lowing out'a policy of future defence 
with their eyes in a bag? and are 
they not by this very scheme frus- 
trating the more urgent and important 
part of their policy—to rehabilitate 
the Imperial Government in Peking, 
and restore peace to distracted 
Northern China? 

‘As our readers know, a section of 
Peking is being turned into a strong 
fortress, and a fortress in such proxim- 
ity to the centre of Power that it 
could in a few minutes reduce the 
Palace to a heap of ruins. To enable 
this scheme to be carried out, a great 
number of the most important yaméns 
and bureaux of the Imperial Govern- 
ment have been annexed, with the 
result that there will be a great 
displacement of the machinery of 
Chinese administration when it comes 
and here is the very rub, 
wi ever come back? Is not 
this international fort a standing 
menace,as well as a standing humi! 
tion, in a conntry where “face” is 
more important than all other things 
put together? We hold no brief 
im this matter for the wretched 
Manchus: they deserve richly all they 
have received, and a good deal more, 
which we hope will yet befall them. 
Our concern is wholly with foreign 
interests, Are they best being con- 
served by the present policy? We 
think not. We believe the real key 
of the defence of the Ministers is 
where it was found last year, at 
Taku; and we would erase every 
fort there and every camp that lies 
between the Peiho mouth and the 
capital, and insist by treaty that they 
never again be remade. A garrison 
of 250 men in each greater Legation, 
such as was originally prepoeat with 
strong barracks and a few guns, 
would be sufficient for every emer- 
gency in Peking if the road up 
was clear. If it be necessary to 
have a foreign garrison of magnitude 
in China, let a portion of it be 
in ‘Tientsin, and the great body 
within striking distance, say at Pei- 
taiho or Shanhaikuan, where good 
climatic and sanitary conditions are 
found. We recently noticed e 
wise remarks of Mr. 
Keswick, M.P., on this point. After 
all, it must be recognised that the 
“Chinese Government has to be 
carried on,” and it will be wise if it 
can be so carried on that the Powers 
may exercise some contro! over it. 
China is long past the stage where 
she can last by her own strength; 
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her only chanée now is in the nice 
adjustment of the conflicting and 
rival interests of her enemies. Nolens 
volens, she has to tolerate their inter- 
ference and to live by sufferance. 
The thread .of her independent 
political life is worn to the last 
degree of tenuity, and the slightest 
strain will snap, it, and lead to the 
only alternative—partition. We have 
ere now given the reason for the 
faith which is in us that Nanking 
should displace Peking as the future 
centre of power; we are confident 
that the determination to fortify the 


Legation quarter strongly is stultify- - 


ing the greater policy and nearer 
aim of the Ministers, as well as 
furthering the permanent transfer of 
the capital to a more remote and 
inaccessible place, where the security 
we all insist upon will be less 
possible.

THE EMPEROR. 


RETURN OF 
14th May. 

Twere is a growing conviction 
among the more enlightened Chinese 
that the flight of the Court from 
Peking was a mistake, and the oaly 
prospect of settlement lies in its 
speedy return, We heard that the 

mpetor was very unwilling to leave 
the capital, and there seems little 
doubt that he is anxious to go back. 
Unfortunately the movements of the 
Court are controlled by Lu Chuan- 
lin and his faction, ‘and personal 
interest, combined with hatred of the 
foreigner and probably some wild 
hope that a further attempt at resist- 
ance may still be made, decides such 
men to keep the Emperor in his pre- 
sent helpless captivity. It is im- 
ossible for foreigners to know how 
fir the Empress Dowager is aware 
of the true situation, and to what 
extent she was responsible for the 
shocking events of last year. The 
channels through which all informa- 
tion reaches her are so tortuous and 
infected that it is very possible she 
is still kept in ignorance of the real 
causes that led to the taking of the 


rcapital, and is under an altogether 


false impression as to the designs 
of foreign nations. The hardships 
of the journey to Hsian, and the 
dreadful stories she has been told 
of the doings of foreign troops, make 
her shrink from leaving her present 
haven. But it is evident that the 
situation is becoming impossible, and 
some decisive movement on the part 
of the Court is necessary to save the 
dynasty. When the country is in 
danger or distress the Ruler who 
consults only his personal security 
instead of coming forward as the 
leader of his people, shows himself 
unfit for his high responsibility and 
runs a great risk of losing his throne. 
What we hear of the course of the 
negotiations in Peking goes far to 
show that the Foreign Powers are 
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more.and more inclined to ignore 
China's sovereign rights. It is only 
to be expected that they should de- 
mand adequate guarantees for the 
payment of indemnities, but they 
seemed to be going beyond that and 
apparently dictating to the Chinese, 
not only how much they must pay, 
‘but from what sources of taxation the 
money must be found. This is a 
matter for the Chinese to determine, 
as we gather from the telegram pub- 
lished this morning they have done, 
for any interference with taxation or 
revenue would only result in keeping 
active the feeling of hostility we all 
want to overcome. There is no more 
reasonable being than the Chinaman 
when facts are put clearly before him, 
and none more obstinate when he 
thinks he is suffering injustice. From 
the Chinese point of view, all foreign 
intercourse has been marked by ag- 
gression, and patriotic officials must 
be forgiven if they suspect us of 
designs threatening the integrity of 
theie country. If the Emperor could 
himself, without the intervention of 
interested and prejudiced inter- 
mediaries, be fully informed of what 
foreign nations really want and what 
are their grievances, there is every 
reason to hope that a new era would 
commence, beneficial to Chinese and 
foreigners alike. 

There would now seem a possibili- 
ty of effecting this most desirable 
ropult, but only with the active as- 
sistance of the Viceroys. They 
should persuade, or perhaps we should 
say gently, compel, the Emperor to 
return to Peking by way of Hankow 
and Shanghai, and all foreigners 
would be glad of the opportunity to 
show His Majesty that Ms sufferings 





have enlisted their sympathy and 
his efforts towards reform have 
excited their admiration. We 





have no quarrel with the Em- 
peror, and he may be assured that 
all nationalities would compete in 
showing him honour. He would be 
escorted by men-of-war,and if hecould 
be persuaded to visit our Settlements 
and. inspect fer himself what 
foreigners have done in his country, 
he would be protected by foreign 


troops and would be safer than in his |. 


own palace. It would be well 
could some foreign Prince come here 
to welcome him and reassure him, 
and act as his host in advising him 
what he should see and study. 
Perhaps the Duke of Cornwall and 
York sould extend his tour, or 
perhaps Prince Henry of Prussia, with 
whom the Emperor is already ac- 
quainted, would come ont to assist in 
an event from which so&much might 
be hoped. This would probably be 
the only way of preventing the 
isolation of the Emperor by a crowd 
of attendants who would do all in 
their power to keep him ignorant. 
We can imagine that the contrast 
between the foreign Settlements and 
the native City would prove a good 





object lesson. Our waterworks, 
street lighting, sanitary arrange- 
ments, fire brigade, roads, build- 
ings, and police would all be a revela- 
tion to the Prisoner of the Palace. 
He would see more than half a million 
of his subjects living prosperous and 
contented, under the control of the 
foreigners whom he has been taught 
to regard as barbarians. Escorted by 
cavalry, he would pass rapidly and 
smoothly along clean roads, lined with 
thousands of well-dressed Chinese, 
and never a beggar among them. 
He could be shown hundreds of 
volumes dealing with his country, 
proving that foreigners have studied 
its history, institutions, and literature. 
He would see the wharves crowded 
with shipping from many nations, 
exchanging their goods for the pro- 
ducts of China, He might take a 
trip on the railway to Woosung and 
experience the convenience of this 
foreign invention. And when he 
found. how ready we were to show 
him honour due to his rank and mi 
fortunes, and to offer such hospitality 
as our resources allow, he might 
determine, when peace and tranquil- 
lity are restored to his realm, to travel 
und see foreigners in their own coun- 
tries and find out the secret of their 
power and wealth. 

‘The idea of which this is a very 
hasty sketch, is fascinating, but there 
are great difficulties in the way of 
bringing jit about. The Emperor 
would no doubt be glad to fall in 
with such a plan, but it is certain 
that the clique that now surrounds 
him would move heaven and earth 
to prevent him. A Sovereign with 
his eyes open and a knowledge of the 
world beyond the Palace walls would 
not suit their ambitions. There are 
plenty of enlightened men in China, 
and we appeal to them to consider 
whether it would not be better for 
their country that a reign of friend- 
ship with their neighbours should 
replace the constant misunderstand- 
ings and quarrels of the past half- 
century. ‘he Viceroys could bring 
this about, and they would earn the 
gratitude of both Chinese and foreign- 
ers. 

Some man must take the lead and 
guide the destinies of the conntry, 
and no man is so appropriate as the 
Emperor. By action such as we 
have suggested he would do much 
to deliver China from the evils now 
threatening her. ‘The Foreign 
Powers cannot be blamed if they 
decline to negotiate much longer 
| with a Government which has no 
backbone, but if the Emperor is 
once allowed to assert himself, and 
proves that he has taken the reins 
in hand with every intention of guid- 
ing his people along the road of 
progress, he will place China once 
more on'a nearer footing of equality 
and will raise his country from the 
sition of humiliation to which it 
as been degraded by ignorant and 

















evil counsellors. And in this work 
he will have the sympathy of every 
civilised nation in the world. 





THE “KOREA REVIEW.” 
15th May. 

Tue fourth number of the first 
volume of the “Korea Review,” 
published at Seoul, and edited by the 
Rey. Homer B. Hulbert of the Royal 
Normal School at Seoul, contains a 
great deal of very interesting letter- 
press. The review itself is very well 
printed, and got up in a very handy 
form, and the price, four dollars a year 
for the twelve numbers including 
postage, is extremely moderate. This 
issue opens with the opening instal- 
ment of a Corean romance entitled 
“A Vagary of Fortune,” by a writer 
who signs himself © Narro.” From 
the stories and folk lore that for- 
eign residents have translated and 
given to the world, we have long 
known that a great deal of ro- 
mance and tradition still remains in 
the country, handed down from the 
time when the civilisation of Corea 
was almost equal to that of China and 
ahead of that of Japan. It is curious 
that in the lapse of years the three 
civilisations should have had such 
different fates. Japan has advanced, 
China has romained stationary, and 
Corea has notably gone back. We 
are not told, and we may be wrong 
in presuming, that this story, “A 
Vagary of Fortune,” is a translation 
from the Corean; but it has all the 
appearance of being indigenous, it has 
a remarkably ingenious plot, and is 
admirably told.. ‘The local colour is 
strongly painted in the opening 
page = 

Your son will die on his cighteenth

Three men were standing on a ledge of 
rock high up on a mountain side in ccn- 
tral Corea. Behind thom, builé into the 
sido of the cliff, half cave and half hut, 
was the home of a holy recluse. Before 
them the sun was sinking to rest behind 
a serrated line of mountain peaks that 
formed the western horizon; but the 
thoughts of these three men were-neither 
on the hut behind nor on the scene before 
them. The most striking figure of the 
three was that of the hermit whose long 
scanty beard exaggerated the thinness of 

is face and whose eye, lit by the true 
a fire, showed the power of mind to 
out-live matter. 

The second figure was that of a high- 
born Corean, somewhat past middle age, 
dressed in the flowing robes that make the 
Corean gentleman the most dignified of 
all the dwellers in the Far East.” The im- 
periousness of his mien and of his eye 
showed a man born to command. He was, 
in sooth, the Prime Minister of Corea. 
Beside him stood his only son, Sun Chang- 
i, a boy of fifteen years. 

“Your son will die on

The Prime Minister had not been able 
to withstand the temptation to look into 
the future and assure himself of the boy's 
success in life and this doom had been pro- 
nounced not by an ordinary fortune-tcller, 
or mudang, but by the saintliest hermit in 
the land. 

The son referred to meets acci- 
dentally, falls in love with, and. mar- 
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ries the girl who, unknown to either 
of them, is predestined to be his 
murderer, The budding and blos- 
soming of their love is told with 
charming grace and delicacy, and we 
await with eagerness the May issue 
of the Review that we may learn how, 
as we hope it will be, the fate that 
hangs over the lovers is averted. If 
there is any composer who has 
thoughts of writing an opera on a 
Far Eastern subject, he has here the 
material for a libretto worthy of the 
highest musical talent. One more 
extract we may make; the hero has 
been sent away by his father who 
cannot bear to keep him near him 
knowing the terrible fate that is in 
store for him : 

‘Phe boy immediately set ‘out upon his 
travels, Southward he wandered to the 
confines of the land and beyond to the 
island of Cheju where under the shadow of 
old Hallasan he looked into the fathomless 
hole from which four thousand years ago 
the fabled founders of Timna rose. 
he visited the ancient site of Silla capital, 
and fingered the jade flute that emits no 
sound if taken beyond the confines of its 
resting place. He visited the monastery 
where the rico kettle is so large that the 
cook has to go out in a boat to stir the 
rice in the middle. He beheld the eight 
wonders of the eastern coast, witnessed 
the battle of wild cats and rats on the 
island of Ulleung, dreamed away a month 
among the monasteries of Diamond Moun- 

‘in, saw the reflection of his face in 
ija’s well a jar of whose waters is a pound 
heavier than that of any other water in 
tho land. But the boy was restless and 
dissatisfied, over wishing that the terrible 
secret of his fate had not been made known 
to him, ever pondering the onigmatical 
words upon the piece of paper which he 
still preserved. Finally his wanderings 
Jed him among the rugged monntains of 
tho provinee of Kangwun celebrated in 
Corean story for their grandeur and heau- 
ty. Hore in the contemplation of nature 
he found more peace than he had known 
for many a month, It seemed to reconcile 
him to his fate. 

The Rev, J. 3, Gale, to whom 
as much as to any one those who 
have never been in Corea owe their 
knowledge of the country and its 
people, contents himself in this issue 
with a translation from the Intro- 
duction to Courant’s “Bibliographie 
Coréenne,” on the subject of The 
Introduction of Chinese into Corea,” 
This is the first instalment of the 
translation; and we gather from it 
that Chinese literature and writing 
were not current in Corea until about 
the sixth century of our cra. 

Under “ Odds and Ends,” a section 
which is devoted to miscellaneous 
facts, there are three titles. Tho 
first is headed “ Exorcising Spirits,” 
and we quote it in full:— 

The Corean practic» of driving out evil 
spirits is well illustrated at the American 
gold mines at Unsan in the north, when- 
ever a Corean miner is killed in the mine. 
‘The Coreans suppose that his death is 
caused by some spirit of the earth who 
feels himself aggrieved in some way or for 
somo cause. No sooner does the accident 
cccur than all the miners come flocking 
from the shaft, and work is at a complete 
standstill until the matter is adjusted. Tt 
ordinarily takes an hour and a-half or two 
hours to get things back to a working 





























basis. ‘The wife of the dead man or his 
nearest female relative is summoned to the 
mouth of the mine. Lize chickens and 
pigs are brought in goodly numbers. The 
miners provide themselves with rude 
drums or kettle-pans or anything else that 
will produce a loud sound, while some arm 
themselves with brooms. ‘When these pre- 
parations are complete the chickens are 
tied fast and thrown one by one down the 
empty shaft, and the pigs are treated the 
same way. ‘At the same time the woman 
Imneels at the edge of the shaft and holds 
her hand as far down in it as she can 
reach, with the thumb and_fore-finger 
pinched tightly together. It is supposed 
that she has gotten hold of the evil spirit. 
Meanwiile they all listen to the sounds 
that come up the shaft from the immolated 
animals and when they hear the right 
sound they all give a loud shout and the 
woman draws out her hand as if she were 
drawing out tho spirit. The thumb and 
fore-finger are still tightly held together. 
At this point the miners begin to beat the 
woman severely and the tom-toms and 
drams beat and the sweepers sweep the 
floor and the air as if sweeping out the 
evil influence. The woman is beaten till 
so exhausted that she can no longer hold 
thumb and finger together and her hand 
opens. ‘This means that the spirit has been 
exorcised and soon the miners go back 
quietly to their work. 


The second gives the origin of the 
term “Kwanbuk,” by which the 
Shogun of Japan is known in Corea; 
and the third gives the popular treat- 
ment for smallpox, which is to make 
a horse of sali wood, and provide a 
feast which the small-pox fiend is 
tempted to eat and then ride away. 
‘There are some interesting questions 
and answers, One deals with the 
custom called the Posam. It ap- 
pears that a long time ago it was 
customary before a marriage to find 
out from the soothsayers if the bride 
was to have a happy life. If they 
predicted that she would be a widow, 
‘a young boy was caught, compelled 
to go through the marriage cere- 
mony with the bride, and then im- 
mediately strangled and smuggled 
out of the house. The bride thus 
became a widow before her real mar- 
riage, and the evil omen was avert- 
ed. This custom was abolished by 
walling up one of the gates of 
Seoul through which it originally 
entered the city, and the place where 
the gaté was walled up can be seen 
to this day. 
> We have already made some 
quotation from the’ Editorial Com- 
ment, which is full of interesting 
matter. We close to-day with the 
following account of the recent loan, 
which seems likely after all to fall 
through :— 

On the 18th inst. the Corean Gorern- 
ment secured a loan of $5,000,000 from 
France. The final papers were signed at 
‘a Cabinet Council on that day. The loan 
is to be in the shape of gold and silver 
bullion. The Imperial Customs returns 
are mortgaged for the payment of interest 
which is set at 53 per cent. The debt is 
to be paid up in full within twenty-five 
years. 

Since the above was written further 
particulars have transpired showing that 
the loan was. floated at 90, or in other 
words that instead of giving $3,000,000 
the French syndicate will give $4,500,000 




















on the understanding that $5,000,000 be 
paid back within twenty-five years at St 
per cent. annually. It is stipulated that 
one third of the amount be in silver bul- 
lion and two thirds in gold bullion and that 
if the quality should be found to be 
inferior the Government would be allowed 
toreturn it. As to the uses to which this 
money is to be put, rumor says it is partly 
for the establishment of a bank and partly 
for public improvements, such as broaden~ 
ing the sewers and building roads. 

From the fact that the loan is to be in 
bullion one might reasonably infer that tho 
Government purposes to mint it into 
money. Now the shrinkage in the value 
of tho nickel money has shown that in the 
long run there is no actual profit to be 
made by minting money. The metal used 
and the labour involved will almost inevit- 
ably cover all the value of the finished 
coin if the purity of the metal is preserved. 
We are anxious so see a thoroughly good 
and trustworthy Corean currency, one 
that will not need to be discounted. I 
this new departure means the beginning 
of such a currency and the heightening of 
the financial credit of this Government, and 
if the money is to be used in stich a way 
as to inure to the benefit of the Corean 
public at large nothing could be more 
praiseworthy.

TUE NEW COLLEGE. 

‘Tho readers of the “Daily News” who 
are interested in Reform in China will no 
doubt bo glad to learn that Dr. Hayes, 
President of the College in Tengehou, has 
accepted the invitation of the Governor of 
Shantung to como up and consult with 
him in regard to the starting of his new 
college in the capital, about which I wrote 
you some time since. Dr. Hayes is ex- 
pected to arrive to-day. We had the plea- 
sure of 1 call the other day from Mr. Chu, 
formerly Prefect at Chingchoufu, who is 
the Chinese head of the proposed new 
institution, and who was just on his way 
out to look at some land cast of the city 
with a view to purchasing a site for the 
college. It is to be hoped that groat 
wisdom may be shown in tho selection of 
the location of such an important educa- 
tional plant ad this is likely to be, as it 
would be very easy to make the same mis- 
tako in locating it as was made in tho 

acing of the Arsenal on the banks of tho 
Yellow River, twelve li from the city,.om 
low-lying land which is utterly unfit to 
stand the strain of heavy machinery, and 
unhealthy during the wet season. ° Tho 
country to the north of Chinanfu is all low 
and marshy, but toward the south whero 
tho hills begin, only a few li from the 
town, there is plenty of high ground which 
would afford an éxccllent site for the col 
lege, and which would be most desirable 
as compared with the country to tho 
north, north-east, or north-west. The ono 
objection to locating the institution to tho 
south of the city is the superabundance of 
graves, an obstacle which was pointed out 
by the Governor himself in a recent inter- 
view. This however should not be an 
insurmountable objection to locating the 
college where the students and professors 
would hare the best chance for a healthy 
life. 


















TANG Tst0-cALA 
who was credited in the “News” lately 
as coming to Chinan to take charge of 
the Foreign Office, arrived in the city a 
week or ten days ago. Your correspon 
dent has not yet learned just what 
position he is to occupy, nor do those in 
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tho Foreign Office seem to know. Being 
4 man trained abroad it would seem that 
he might bo eminently useful in helping 
the Governor in managing affairs con- 
nected with foreigners. Chinanfu is 
assuming a more and more important 
place in Chinese affairs, and is attracting 
far more attention from the outside world 
than in former years, owing partly to the 
activity of the Germans in the province, 
and partly to the marked ability of 
Governor Yuan Shih-kai, so that there is 
hound to be far more need in the future 
of well-trained men to help carry on the 
affairs. 

NEW CAMPS AND A PARADE GROUND 
have been established by the Governor 
outside the gate of the east suburb. 
these being additional to the camps 
which have long been in existence 
in the south suburb. One of the 
Governor's petty officers told the 
writer some days ago that Yuan had 
brought with him from Chihli about 
10,000 troops (I have heard from others 
however that the number was only 7,500) 
and that he had enrolled an additional 
10,000 from local sources since his arrival. 
His soldiers show a marked improvement 
over the old style of ordinary native 
troops, who have little of soldierly bear- 
ing in their carriage.

+ REGENCY OR REFORM. 


The recent Edict creating a Govern- 
mental Office and. appointing some six 
officials to administer its affairs has 
been variously interpreted. Some re- 

rd it as an indication that tho 

impress Dowager feels it impossible 
to prolong her power, and has hit 
upon this plan to reinforce her Re- 
gency. The members of this new Council 
being her nominees would execute her will 
and effectually control the Reform move- 
ment. Anotlier interpretation is that this 
new Board is simply a set-off to the aboli- 
tion of the Tsung Yamén. This new 
Council will virtually take the place of the 
old Board of Bluff and reckon with the 
obstreperous foreigner. The Chinese of- 
ficial interpretation is that the “Cheng-wu- 
chu” is merely a Reform Commission. It 
has been created to deal with the docu- 
ments that will come pouring in from all 

rts in answer to the Reform Edict issued 
jate last year. The members will digest 
the various proposals and recommend mea- 
sures to the Court. It is hard to believe 
that the old Empress Dowager has sudden- 
ly become contrite and converted, The 
Icopard does not change his spots. It will 
require some more evidence than the Edict 
affords to convince those who have studied 
her career that the Empress survives to 
frustrate prophecy and “raze out rotten 
opinion.” Deeds speak louder than words 
and her past actions do not tend to the 
belief that she now sincerel; 


“Presume not that Iam the thing 
was, 

For Heaven doth know so shall tho, 
world perceive, 

That Thave turned away my former 
self, 

So will T those that kept me com- 
pany.” 

Further, were reform the end of the 
* Cheng-wu-ch'u,” some of the progressive 
and liberal-minded officials would have 
been appointed to serve its ends. It is 
true Liu Kun-yi and Chang Chih-tung have 
been added but their names are in the ap- 
pendix, not on the executive. ‘The actual 
members are more likely to obstruct than 
initiate and advance reform. ‘Their ap- 
pointment affords no reasonable ground for 
expecting any far-reaching measures es- 
sential to success. But whatever be the 
purpose of the Cheng-wu-ch‘u—a regency 
council, a reform commission, or an execti- 
tive eabinet—its creation marks a new de- 
parture in Chinese diplomacy, and its 
development will be eagerly watched. 
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‘THY PLENIPOTENTIARY LI. 
Ono striking characteristic is _ his 
supreme self-possession—an indispensable 
mark of the “superior man,” according to 
Confucianism, ‘fhe heavens might fall 
and the great Viceroy would not move a 
single musele. ‘The rigidity of his counten- 
anco and the fixity of his gaze reveal a 
severity that is rather surprising in one 
who has travelled so far and seen so much. 
Anotlier characteristic is_the forbidding 
urbanity of his address. There is none of 
that suavity so common in China. He 
does not indulge in that flattery “one 
abhors the most,” but he knows the 
“arrogance of propriety” and uses it with 
effect. Another characteristic is his 
Scotch custom of answering one question 
by asking another. He is an adept in 
interrogation, and is willing to receive but 
not to impart information, If all man- 
darins adopted the same Socratic method 
the general intelligence of the officials 
would immensely improve, He is decided- 
ly of opinion that any large transference 
by the Americans of their shares in the 
Hankow-Canton — Railway — Concession, 
would be a distinct breach of faith. Asked 
as to the relation now existing between 
the Empress Dowager and the Emperor, 
he affirmed that it was simply a case of 
mutual help. As to indempities China 
can pay ! pay ! pay ! if only she be allow- 
ed to increase the import tariff and be 
able to secure a foreign loan on reasonable 
terms. The cure for the missionary trou- 
blo is to cense missionary effort, but since 
that is impossible the next best thing to 
guarantee future harmony is for the mis- 
sionaries to totally discontinue any inter- 
forenco with the civil affairs and the 
litigation cases of their converts. There 
is not, he thinks, any reason for fearing 
that China will not be able to hold her 
own and maintain her integrity. Reform 
will be slowly but surely begin. It will 
not be possible to utilise her natural re- 
sources for some decades yet, because 
China has not either the menor the means 
necessary for such an enterprise. 
STATESMAN MALGRE LUI. 

On referring to the responsibilities and 
toil of his public position he said there was 
no help for it. He has to obey—willing or 
unwillmg. ‘Therein lies the excuse for 
much that has been condemned. There is 
certainly something very pathetic, as well 
as venerable, in a statesman, at the a 
vanced age of 79, toiling on in the affairs 
of his nation and in the days of her def 
and humiliation. ‘Tho hopelessness of 
task subdued the tone of his speech 
depressed his spirits. Once only during 
the interview did he manifest a surpris- 
ing energy. I had ventured to ask what 
ho would like to answer those who had so 
adversely criticised him in the Press—par- 
ticularly in Shanghai. Rising from his 
sent-and with eyes flashing with anger he 
emphatically replied: “I would not con- 
descend to notice them: they talk notori- 
ous nonsence.””

How we wish 
It is difficult to sum up the churasteristies 


of the American troops, but one or to 
things are generally acknowledged :— 

That they were extremely lenient. in 
their treatment of the Chinese. ‘This 
feature indeed was occasiovally carried to 
the extceme of undue familiarity, ‘The 
Asiatic does not respect the man who 
abandons restraint. aud banishes all 
ceremony. The Chin-se nssociate worth 
with dignity. But whatever may bo said 
on that sore, the Americans, next to the 
Tapanere, were the first to establish a 
market and so gain the confidence of the 
people that trade was resumed. A few 
days ago they executed 7 Chinese, but these 
were about the only ones beheaded by the 
Americans during their occupation, whereas 
most of the other Powers hue executed 
quite a number.

On tho first 
occasion I saw it, the Field-Marshal was 
present; he didnot see the guns til 
tho battery was close on tho saluting base 
and could hardly believe the evidence of 
his senses, ‘Mein Gott!” ho called out 
in astonishment, ‘they have the guns.

THE CIVIL LIST, 

It has been generally recognised 
that with the accession of King Edward 
VIL some revision of the Civil List would 
be a matter of necessity, as, for many 
years past it has been known that the al- 
iowance made to her late Majesty 
by the country was inadequate for the 
ever-increasing demands made upon her, 
and that it was only by dipping more 
and more decply into her Privy purse 
that she was enabled to meet the enormous 
‘expenses entailed by her exalted position 
in this ever-growing empire. The Queen 
was old and had known years of great 
trouble and from her so much was not 
expected as from a younger monarch, 
therefore all the more was a revision 
necessary. Parliament has appointed a 
select committee to inquire into the mat 
ter and report upon it with suggestions. 
‘The result of their labours has to-day come 
before us, though it of course will, later on, 
be submitted to the House where it is to 
be hoped it will be passed without un- 
seemly wrangling, as the total increase in 
| the proposed grant only amounts to £67,000 
which everyone must surely concede is 
Mr. abouchere, who is 
nothing if not original, has prepared a 
“minority report” of his own, but the 
details furnished of the procedure in the 
committee disclose the fact that he alcne 
voted for it. With an exception of a 
grant of £30,000 to Queen Alexandra 
(that being the same-amount that was 
granted to the late Prince Consort) he is 
of opinion that there should be no irerease 
on the late list, but he suggests various 
minor economies, notably that the Royal 
buckhounds, which annually cost £4,700 
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da pack of 
ce, but * there 
would seem, however, no reason why a 
Parliamentary assignment of _ money 
should be made in order to maintain a 
pack of hounds either to pursue stags or 
foxes in Berkshire.” The concluding 
paragraph of the Hon. Member's report 
ixrather funny. He says “ suggestions have 
been rife that the cost of living has gone 
up among the wealthier classes since her 
late Majesty ascended the Throne. This 
"a ms to be due to the present 
ostentatious expenditure among some of 
those who have suddenly acquired large 
fortunes. But your committee (meaning 
himself) do not believe that the So- 
vereign would desire to enter into a 
tonetary competition with such persons 
or to encourage by his example such 
vainglorious prodigality on the part of 
his subjects.” The very questionable taste 
of this small sermonette will not enhance 
the reputation of the Editor of “Truth,” 
nor, I'should say, will he find many to 
follow him in his estimate of what: is a 
fitting and suitable income for our King 
even outside the walls of the House. We 
are proud of our Monarch and only anxious 
that he should be free from all monetary 
discomfort anu in a position ably to fulfil 
ail the obligations which devolve upon him 
hy reason of his high office. 
'S MEMORIAL FUND 
is growing apace. The ‘King headed the 
subscription list with a donation of 1,000 
guineas; the Bank of England followed 
suit, as also did Messrs. Rothschild and 
other firms of millionaires. It is estimated 
that the amount required will be some- 
thing like £250,000 or about the same that 
was expended upon the memorial to the 
lato Prince Consort. The central object

use in the Melanesian Mission. Sir John 
iner, whose death occurred on the same 
day, was perhaps our greatest composer of 
Church music. He likewise occupied that 
important post of organist to St. Pauls’ 
hedral for many years, eventually re- 
igning only on account of exe trouble, 
after which he was appointed Professor of 
music at Oxford, a post which he held up 
to the time of his death. The third loss 
to be chronicled is that of Mr. D’Oyly 
Carte, founder and proprietor of the Savoy 
Theatre. Though junior to Sir John 
Stainer by nearly ten years, Mr. Carte 
had been an invalid for so’ many ye: 

that his death caused far less _ surprise. 
‘The i friend Sir 
Arthur Sulliva w go proved 
fa terrible shock to him; from it he prac- 
tically never rallied. For years Mrs. Carte 
wed the whole of the 
Savoy"’s theatrical business, so that no 
change need now be anticipated, but it is 
sad to think that of the illustrious trio 
to whom English opera was so dear, but 
one remains, Mr. W. S. Gilbert, who him- 
self is said to be in somewhat frail health.

THE MANCHURIAN AGREEMENT,

sign the Manchurian Agreement. On 
Tuesday night, just an hour before Parli 
ment ros for the Easter Recess, Sir Ellis 
Ashmead-Bartlett moved a_ resolution 
declaring that no settlement of the China 
question would be satisfactory to tle House 
which did not completely exclude Russian 
military and political control from Man- 
churis” ‘That is rather a large order, 
cially as reards political control ; and 
Sir Ellis would probably have obtained 
very little support for hix motion had it 
gone to a division, The Government at- 
tempted to get rid of it by « count-out, 
much to Sir Ellis's disgust, but they failed, 
and an hour later the striking of the 
midnight hour brought about automatically 
the adjournment of the debate till after 
Kaster. Probably nothing more will be 
heard of it. 

‘TE YEAR'S REVENUB. 

Saturday was the last day of the financial 
yeu, Sunday being a dies non, a.d the 
tusual summary of the year's revenue and 

xp-nditure was issued by the Treasury. 
‘Vhe revenue resched the enormous total 
+f £140,000,000 ; but of this, upwards of 
wine and a-half millions are-handed over 
to Iveal rating authorities, and thus the 
nctual amount received by the Exchequer is 
£130,384,000. That, however, is of course 
a record, It exceeds Sir Michael ITicks- 
Beach's estimate by £2,800,000. Sir Mich wl 
has explained, however, that a good dei 
of this surplus is probably due to the sume 
cwuse which swelled ‘the revenue 
on iy in theclosing months of the pr 
ceding fivaucial year—the rush to clear 
datiable «nd excisable merchandise before 
the introduction of the Budget, in order to 
escape possible increased levies. On the 
whole, however, the figures show that trae 
and prosp-rity have been well maintained 
during the year in spite of the war. When 
we look at the other side of the account, 
however, the news is by no means so 
The year’s expenditure is some- 
thing like £180,000,000, so that the defici 
which will doubtless be met by converting 
the temporary loans into _a more or less 
permanent addision to the National Debt, is 
something like £50,000,000, 

TRE COST OF THE WAR. 

‘The warin South Africa, of course, ac- 
c-unts for all this, and more too, Tt has al- 
ready cst about £88,000,000, and the es i- 
wate for the year just beginning is another 
£58,000,000, making £146,000,000 in all; 
and of this just about £20,000,000_ has 
bien paid out of current revenue, Even 
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supposing therefore that the Government 
estimate for this year is not exceeded, and 
that we are enabled to bring home the 
greater part of the troops in » few months’ 
time, the war will increase our burden of 
debt by about £140,000,000, less the 
amount which the Chancellor vf the Exche- 
quer may propose to raise by alditional 

tion. And the general opinion is that 
will not be very great.

MR, LABOUORERE AND THE COMMITTEE. 

‘The most interesting point about theCom- 
mittee was its inclusion of Mr. Labouchere ; 
and everybody will turn eagerly to seo 
what he has to say about the recommenda- 
tions. Of coursehe had to vindicate his posi 
tion as the representative Radical, and it 
appears that he made several proposals in 
which he was in a minority of one. He 
cannot be very seriously dissatisfied with 
the amount of the proposed Civil List, since 
his own proposal was that the late Queen’s 

Civil List should be increased by £30,000 
for the Queen Consort’s Privy Purse. Mr. 
‘Labouchere’s proposal would ther-fore have 
saved the country an immediate £37,000, 
and an ultimate £12,000, not a very serious 
item in a normal expenditure of nearly 
£130,000,000 a year. Mr. Labouchere’s 
most amusing proposal was, however, the 
addition to the committee's report of « 
clause in which they were to guard them- 
selves against any expression of opinion as 
to whether “the continuance of the pomp 
and pride and ceremony of « Court is de- 
sirable,” and to remind the King that it is 
unnecessary for him to imitate the ‘os- 
tentatious expenditure” of the noweeux 
riches, or to “encourage by his example 
such tainglorious prodigality on the part 
of his subjects.” ‘The fact is that with all 
his Radicalism Mr, Labouchere has sincere 
liking for the King; while in’ his own 
person he is not at all averse from enjoying 










































the luxuries of life which his wealth enables 
him to command. 


DR. RUTHERFOORD WAKRIS AND HIS SEAT. 


After carefully nursing the Monmouth 
Borough for some two or three years, and 
devoting all his energies to representing 
it in Parliament, Dr. Rutherfoord Harris 
has hud the mortification of being unseated 
on petition. Even with the magnificent 
array of three Kings’ Counsel, a fourth also 
defending the seat on behalf of another 
interested party, lie was not able to save 
it, Indeed, one piece of evideace, which 
apparently only came to the knowledge of 
the petitioners long after they had begun 
their proceedings, was so damaging that 
Dr. Harris's lending Counsel, Mr. Dickens, 
K.c., the son of the great novelist, at once 
abandoned the attempt to retain the seit. 
Tt was not Dr. Harris's fault ; but he has 
to suffer for a deliberate breach of the law 
committ d by his electioneering agent. 
Dr. Harris also gut into trouble for having, 
in violation of Lord James's Act, made a 
reckless, damaging statement about his 
‘opponent, Mr, Albert Spicer, the paper 
maker, which was proved to be untrue. 
He accused Mr. Spicer of living on the 
profits of Italian cheap labour. But he 
seems to have been goaded into th.t by 
some nasty references on the other side to 
the alleged flogging of natives under the 
Chartered Company, for which Dr. Hi 

was held up as in Some way responsible. 
The real ground of his unseating is 
therefore the error of his a.ent. Of 
course the “Pro-Boers” are jubilant ; 
and evenamong the Liberal Party generally 
there is a very strong feeling of satisfaction 
that the man who was so closely allied with 
the acknowledyed author of the Jameson 
Raid should lose his seat in the House.

Unlike his predecessor, who began life 
asa journalist, the new French Minister 
to China is a “diplomate de carrigre” 
although he has not previously had the’ 
honour of representing his country abrond. 
His career has been spent entirdy in tho 
Ministry of Foreign Affiirs. Tho first 

rominent post he lield was that of “chef 
Ke exbioat)" oc. ahiet wonrrsang,  & 
Bourgevis, the well known Radical politi 
cian, who represented France with so 
much distinetion at the Hague Conference, 
M. Beau afterwards filled a similar position 
under M. Hano!aux, and for the last three 
years he has been one of M_ Delerssé’s 
Chief collaborators. He can therefore he 
considered as well acquainted ‘with the 
arcana of French diplomacy and as the 
alter ego of M. Delesssé, with whom he 
has followed every stage of the negotiat- 
ions in regard to China, ‘This special 
qualfication, in fact, marked him as the 
gnost suitable successor to M. Pichon, In 
person, he is tall, broad-shouldered, and 
Of good presence; is very durk and wears 
afult beard and moustache; is decidedly 
reserved, not to say distant, in manner, 
Lut has all the courtesy of tho diplomatist ; 
is about forty-five and is still a bachelor, 


THE TOULON PETES. 

‘The gathering of the clans which is to 
take pliee at Toulon next week has 
suddenly assumed a new and less important 
aspect. ‘The Russian Government has or- 
dered all its ships, except two torpedo boats, 
away from the Mediterranean port, and it 
has just been announe-d that the Spanish 
battleship Pelayo has sustained so. much 
damage to her machinery that she cannot, 
leave port. As there ino news of any other 
Spanish man-of-war being selected instead 
of the Pelayo, it is safe to assume that 
Spsin is following Russia's load in holding 
abof from the Franco-Italian manifestat- 
jons of friendship. ‘The official explanation 
of Russia's abstention is that as the Toulon 
fetes are intented to siynalise a rapproche- 
ment between France and Italy, the 
presence of a considerable number of 
Russian ships might be regarded as an 
intrusion, and: the Italians would prefer to 
have the welcome to themselves, Ic remains 
to be seen whether Italy will apprecinte 
the delicucy of feeling which prompts 
Russia and Spain to keep out of her way 
with such care, 









































‘THE CHINESE LEGATION 


‘The Chinese Minister, who is nothing if 
not progressive, recently gave a dinner 
followed by a fancy-dress ball at the Leg- 
ation. It need hardly be said that his 
citency did not attempt to disguise his 
personality. He wore his ordinary 
official dress and spent the greater part of 
the evening in an arm-chair, beaming on 
the guests through a pair of immenso 
spectacles. His family entered int» the pro- 
ceedings with the utmost zest. Ono of the 
Minister's sons appeared as Napoleon and 
carried his study of the character so fur as 
to give lifelike imitations of the Great 
Corsican’s habit of taking snuff from his 
waistcoat pocket. Another member of the 
staff was « great success as Louis XV, his 
queue being skilfully stowed away under a 
pondered wig. One of his Excellency’s 
daughters made a great impression ‘as 
Prince Charming. There were about one 
huudred and fifty guests. 
ECHOES FROM THE EXHIBITION. 
China has obtained one of the Grand 
Prizes awarded to foreign governments for 
building and installations at the Paris 
Exhibition. This is a well deserved com- 
ent to M. Vapereau, the Commissioner 
jeneral, who made his ‘concession in the 
‘Trocadéro garden one of the most striking 
and original parts of the great show.

AMONG THE FAITHFUL. 

Holy Week has come and gone with all 
ils elnborate religious ceremonies, Oue of 
the most curious of these is the adoration 
of the relies at Notre Dame. ‘Ths semin- 
ary students are admitted to the choir of 
the cathedral and are allowed to kiss the 
cuses containing what the faithful are ex- 
pected to accept as the crown of thorns, a 
piece of the true cross, and a nail used ab 
tho Crucifixion. ‘The first of these relics 
is a wreath of what resembles very aged 
and discoloured osier twigs, held together 
by gold wire. ‘The thorns were distributed 
by St, Louis in 1240 among several French 
churches, “The crown is enclosed in a sulid 
gold ease from which it is never removed. 
‘The fragment of the true cross, now con- 
tained inn crystal veliquary, has xlso been 
handed down from St. Louis, It suffered 
during the Revolution but is still about 
nine inches long and about an inch and 
half thick, ‘The nail was originally in. the 
possession of Charlemagne, who obtained 
it from the Emperor Constantine V. Charles 
the Bald handed it over to the monks of 
St. Denis. ‘The Passion plays wre another 
curious feature of Holy Week in Paris, Io 
‘ong of these, performed at a concert hall, 
under the patronage of the clergy, an actor 
from the Gymnasa ‘Theatre appears as the 
Saviour, and Mary Magdalen ts represented 
by au actress named Harris (!

‘THE MANCHURIAN CONVENTION. 

As this is writton tho news has come 
that China las rofused to sign the so-calied 
Manelurian treaty with Russia, and the 
treaty has been withdrawn by ‘the latter 
country, thus apparently yielding entirely 
or nt least postponing the claims covered 
by that decoment. What will be the 
development even of the next few weeks it 
is, of course, impossible to foresee for the 
situation is still critical, aud it may be 
that by the time this letter rewches you the 
interest in its topics will have beon dwarfed 
hy more recent and more important 5 
The course of Japan, now aroused to the 
point of war, is, for instance, a factor that 

cannot now be measured.

in her plans and many here are inclined to 
give tho American State Department the 
credit in large degree for bringing this about. 
‘A prominent Washington uowspapor cor- 
yespondent goes so far even as to narrate 
consecutively the events as he says 
they have happened. Such thistory is of 
course largely secret history and whether 
he has given the action of this country the 
Fight proportionate value as compared 
with that of other countries may nut be 
known far some time, perhaps not for 
yours, What ha states as definite acts, 
however, there is little reason to doubt, 
for his position is that of a trained obser- 
ver as well situated to ascertain and know 
wwhat is transpiring in government matters 
as any one can be who does not participate 
in them divectly.

CHINA PLEADS IN VAIS 

When Russia demanded of China that she 
should sign the secret treaty China appealed 
in tum to all the Great Powers to swe 
her from the grasp of Russia. None of 
them was willing to take the initiative or 
to promise China materinl support if sho 
resisted Russian aggression. 











JAPAN THE ONLY FRIEND. 

‘The one nation that was inclined to 
draw the sword, if necessary, in defence of 
China was Japan, and Japan hesitated 
about war until che felt sure of the sup- 
port of Great Britain and the United 
States. England having her hands so full 
in South Africa could do nothing and it 
was not the policy of the United States to 
make war with Russia even to preserve the 
Chinese Empire intact. 














‘THE SECRETARY OF STATE'S ADTICE. 

But although the Administration could 
not promise China armed support it could 
suggest that diplomacy serve the purpose 
of the sword. Mr. Wa, the Chineso minis- 
ter, not only asked Mr. Hay for the sap- 
port of this Government, but als» asked 
him for advice in the circumstances. Mr. 
Hoy suggested to Mr. Wu that if his 
Government was realy not desirons of 
ing the treaty it was only necessary fu 
Chinn to refuse to append her signature, 
as Russia would not go to tho extreme 
limit of using force. 

Mr. Hay, knowing thoroughly the me- 
thods employed by Russian diptomacy, 
rexched the conclusion that no mater how 
bally Russia wanted the treaty si 
cow'd not aff-rd to plice herself outside 
the pale of the civil’sed vations by com- 
pelling it. 

She was willing to sain whatever alvan- 
tage she could if it could bo done without 
arousing the opposition of the e: tire world 
and convieting her of deliberate fulschood. 




















RUSSIA AMENABLE TO PUBLIC OFINION. 

So long as the Powers displayed only a 
languid “interest in the matter, Russin 
would carry out her policy and feel that 
there was no danger of her plans being 
Aisarrangod, but the moment it b emo 
apparent that all the world was determ- 
ined to protect China it was thousht, in 
view of the peculivr methods which Ru: 
always pursues, that she would relingui 
the scheme for the time being and wai 
until a more favour b'e opportunity 
sented itself to enforeo hor demands. 

Secretary Hay sent warning to China on 
February the 15th, that it would be unwise 
and dangerous to have separate and s-cret 
negotiations with any. single Power, awl 
gave notice that the Cited States would 
not recognise the validity of such testis, 

‘After having thus urged China to romain 
firm the next step was for Mr. Hay to 
bring ‘the other Powers into lino and 
make Russia understand that they opposed 
the treaty.” 

HOW MR. HAY MOVED THE POWERS. 

In pursuance of this line of action Mr. 
Hay addressed a note to our Ambassadors 
Europe and our Minister in Japan in 
which he set forth that the United States 
regarded it as inadvisable that any separate 
treaty should be concluded between China 
and one. of the Powers so long as the 
general negotiations now being carried on 
in Peking wore in progress. 

Particular care was trken that the 
American Ambasswdor at St. Petersburg 
his copy directly to the 
ster of Foreign Affairs and 
simultaneously Secretary Hay delivered a 
copy to the Russian Ambassador at 
Washington. 

‘The specific Manchurian treaty was not 
mentioned, nor did it need to be. After 
this, dispatch had heen transmitted the

Powers to address remowstrances to Russia 
and to urge China to stand firm. 


‘RUSSIA'S DISCLATIER. 


These protests had their effect. 
Russia found herself in an awkward 
position, Sho hal solemnly protested 





to all the world that she had no desire 
to acquire Chinese territory and that 
her sole purpose in trying to induce China 
to sign the Manchurian treity was to 
enable her (Russia) to pacify Manchuria 
and withdraw her troops, 

Accepting this disclaimer as _ genni 
this Government naturally asked Russia if 
she would furnish it with a copy of the 
trey. 

"To this perfectly proper request Russia 
made an evasive xeply, and fivally abso- 
lutely refused to fucnish an official copy of 
the treaty. 

Still accepting the Russian assurances at 
their face value the Powers acting i 
pendently but in pursuance of the j 
arrangement gave Russia to plainly und 
stand that if she continued to insist upon 
China rigning the tresty it would be 
Jed ag wn unfriendly act, 

This Government used very _ plain 
language. It made no objection to Russia 

ing whatever means might be necessary 
to guard its frontier or protect its lines 
of communication between Siberia and the 
Pacific, but it did object most strenuous- 

to arrangements being made with China, 

of which all the world was ignorant. 

‘THE POLICY OF THE UNITED STATRS 
in China for the past year, this correspon- 
dent points out, has convinced the Chineso 
that this Government is not inspired by 
a lust of conquest, and does not seck 
territorial aggrandisement. 

While demanding exact justice and the 
fullest reparation for the loss of life and 
the destruction of property of American 
zens, the course of this government has 
been marked by the most serupulous 
honesty, and it has on every occasion 
shown a desire to temper justice with 
merey. It has discouraged all thought of 
revenge. It has refused to impose terms 
which would simply mean national humilia- 
tion and lead to no good results. 

The policy of the State Department in 
endeavouring to prevent the signing of 
the Manchurian treaty. was not dictated 
hy antagonism to Russia or by friendship 
for any other Power, but was simply to 
safeguard the interests of this country. 

It has the greatest interest in seeing 
the markets of China kept open to the 
fair competition of all the nations of the 
world. So long as the Manchurian market 
is a free field to all comers the United 
States can count upon always finding an 
outlet there for much of its surplus pro- 
ducts, but if Russia should obtain’ control 
the door would be closed to American 
enterprise. 

RUSSIA’S PROVOCATION, 

It is understood here that Russia bases 
her claim of propriety in undertaking in- 
dividual negotiations with China, on. the 
fact that her territory north of the Amur 
river was invaded by Chinese regular sol- 
diers whose Commander produced, in 
justification of his course, orders emanat- 
ing directly from the Court at Peking: 
that this was an act separate from and 
quite different from those for which the 
other Powers, in common with Russia, have 
secured punishment and demanded in- 
demnity and satisfaction. It is supposed 
that it was this alleged distinction be- 
tween the position of Russia and that of 
the other Powers which led Count von 
Billow to say in the Reichstag that the 
‘Anglo-German agreement did not cover 
the case of Manchuria. 

THE CAPTURE OF AGUINALDO, 
through the daring and desperate exploit 
of Colonel Funston, and the ‘subsequent 
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taking of the oath of allegiance to the 
United States by the Filipino ieader, has 
given great encouragement to the belief 
that serious trouble in the Philippines is 
about at an end. It is a curious and 
amusing fact that the so-called anti- 
Amperialists in this country who have been 
for the past two years lauding Aguinaldo 
a3 a noble self-sacrificing patriot, strug 
gling to the death, if need be, for the i 

dependence of his ‘native land, a man and 
General who might be compared to our 
own Washington, have, since his taking of 
the oath, deserted him entirely and speak 
of him now with open contempt as one who 
meanly yielded in the face of captivity. 














COLONEL FUNSTON 


has been quickly rewarded by appoint- 
ment as a brigadier general in the 
regular army, a position which, it 
seems, wouid satisfy every ambition of this 
soldict of fortune. For a soldier of 
fortune he is, though it may be said 
that while he fights for the pure 
love of fighting, yet nevertheless he fights 
on the side where principle guides him. 
Before the war between the United States 
and Spain was declared he enrolled himself 
h the Cubans in their struggle for 
ffvedom and distinguished himself for 
personal gallantry and capacity for leader- 
ship. Later he went with the invading 
American army into Cuba, fighting against 
his previous enemy, the Spaniards. With 
his exploits in the Philippines you are 
already familiar. 























IME WAY-PAUNCEFOTE TREATY.

ANNUAL MEETING. 


The annual meeting of the Shanghai 
General Chamber of Commerce was held 
in the Municips) Board Room yesterday 
afternoon, Mr. J. L. Scott was in the 
chair, and there were also present Messrs. 
R. Inglis, J. Chapsal, A. Wright, ©. J. 
Dudgeon, J.S. Fearon, J. A. Ballard, A, 
Riva, and Drummond Hay (Secretary). 

Before proceeding to the resolutions of 
the meeting, 

‘The Chairman said—The various business 
matters taken in hand by the Chamber 
during 1900 have naturally been less than 
usual owing to the disturbances, political 
and tradal, which have reigned during tho 
grenter part of the year. A résumé of 
what has been is as usual given at the 
commencement of the annual report, and 
to this I would beg shortly to refer. 

River Conservancy.—This most important 
matter has continued to have the attention 
of the Chamber, and you will see from 
the copies of correspondence chat we have 
pressed upon the Diplomatic Body at 
Peking, the gest need of its heing taken 
in hand with as little delay as possible. 
Somewhat: similar representations have been 
made to the British Foreign Office by all 
the English ner companies trading 
with Shanghai, and T believe that other 
nationalities have also approached their 
governments on this subject. We can 
only hope that such a powerful combin: 
tion will, with the assistance of the Ministers 
at Peking, be successful. 
tration of Pieve Goods Chops.— Tnac- 
ince with the resolution passed at last 
anoual meeting this has been started, and 
is now being proceeded with. Importers 
have been rather slow in sending in their 
chops, but wheu the sets ars complete and 
the scheme begins working, its advantages 
will, T feel sure, be appreciated.

resume its normal condition. At present I | 
aun afraid that sigos of the dawn of brighter | 
times are not easy to discern.

will see by the report that in January last 
the Chamber wrote to the British Minister 
at Peking saying that in view of the prob- 
able revision of the Tariff in the near 
fature, and the promise by his predecessor 
that the Chamber be granted an oppor- 
tunity of putting forward their views as to 
the best way of dealing with this revision, 
the reports on the various sections of 
trade and foreign industries in China, 
which in 1896 they sent to the Diplomatic 
Body at Peking, were being revised and 
written up to date, and these would 
be forwarded in due course as 
soon as ready. In reply Sir XE, 
Satow ssid the Chamber might rely on 
his adopting every practical means of as- 
certaining their wishes whenever the re- 
vision of the Tariff came to be considered. 

‘A short time ago, however, we heard that 
the Ministers were discussing the indemnity 
question and in connection with the various 
ways and means of raising the funds re- 
quired to form security for a guaranteed 
international loan, the majority had 
decided to raise the Import duties to ton 
per cent and this without claiming from 
the Chinese government any reduction of 
the present likin and other inland taxes 
wh’el are such a burden on foreign trade, 
and, moreover, entirely contrary to. the 
Trevies. As you all know, the Cham- 
ber has for the list thirty years or 
so strongly protested against the impo- 
sition of these taxes, but when the rais- 
ing of the import duties was broached, 
they recognised the justice of the demand 
on the part of China, and said theref 
they would have no objection to this 
increase provided that foreign trade was 
freed from thes» nefwrious and injurious 
inland taxes. From time to. time win 
numerous reports and dispatches, they 
ears clearly shewn the injury 
thus done to foreign trade, and the abso- 
lute necessity of their being done away 
with if trade were to expand at all. Now 
here was a splendid opportunity for bring: 
ing pressure to bear on the Chinese 
government and insisting as a quid pro 
quo fur the increase of the Impoct Daties 
that arrangements should be made to 
eign trade feom the burden 
inhind squeezes, but the ma- 
jority of the Ministers seemed to look 
upon these duties in only one light, and 
that was as providing a sum of money 
which would sorve as part security for the 
loan, forgetting, or not earing to ‘emember 
that fureiyn trade and its expansion would 
be most injuriously affected thereby. 
However, owing to the objections unule hy 
some of the Powers, this matter has been 
referred to the Home Government for 
settlement. On hearing this, the Chamber 
‘once telegraphed to the Chambers of 
Commerce of the countrieslargely interested 
commercially with China, and the following 
messiye was sent to Berlin, Paris, New 
York, and London :—"'Believe majority 
Ministers Peking urge immedinte effective 
high increase Tariff’ purpose providing 
large part service indemnity Ioan. ‘This 
international chamber strongly protests 
any such hasty treaument ‘Tariff question 
which besides destroying oily Teverage 
obtaining redress present anti-treaty 
grievances seriously threatens trade e: 
ansion. Sufficient admit principle ‘Tariff 
increase reserving settlement details later 
by chicf commercial powers.” 

Tthink you will agree with me when I 
say that sich a complicated question as the 
revision of the Tariff should not he dealt 
with inthis hasty manner, and moreover 
that it should be taken in hind and seitled 
by those Powers only who have large 
commercial interests in China, and who 
from their knowledye and experience of 
trade matters and the general economic 
condition of China are much more likely to 
devise « scheme satisfactory and fair to 
trade than if it were settled by the vote 
of those whose commercinl interests are 
of the slightest description. Indoed if

teen dismissed. Whatever that may be, 
Dr. Graves very justly acknowledges that 
the question of avoiding law-cnses is 
extremely difficult in practice. “Perhaps 
there are few of us who have not made 
mistakes here; not through a desire to do 
wrong, but because we have been misled 
hy our native helpers who have led-us to 
believe that the cases are those of men 

















who are suffering persecution for religion's 
sake. The Chinese will leave no stone 
unturned and hesitate at no kind of decep- 
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tion to gain their case.” This is fair speech. 
Everybody knows how difficult it is to dis- 
criminate the true-hearted convert from 
the worldly-minded law-suitor ; how bad 
Protestants will try to join the Church and 
bad Catholics eneavour to pass to the 
Protestants. But what in Protestant mis- 
sionnaries is an unvoluntary mistake, in 
Cativolics must be considered as a system. 
Why so? Can we not also be misled? 
Especially, if we have not received from 
God, as Dr. Graves has, “a command of the 
Tanguage.’ 

(8) Ono of the conclusions of the second 
principle is ‘that the pastor should be 
Invited to be present at law-suits, usu 
witness, when a convert isiutevested.”

‘There may have 
been individual mistakes, probably there 
have been cases in which the trial was not 
certainly of a purely secular chara:te 
but Catholic missionaries, as a whole, 
would repudiate the sugsestion of being 
present at ths Inw-suits of their converts 
generally,

we have no resource but to claim the 
troaty rights of the native converts before 
the Consul.” Very well, if Cxtholies 
follow the same course it must be tak 
for grammed that they have 
aims,” and that they act through a ‘desire 
to create an imperium in imperi 
ask why Gormen, Italian, Belyinn, perl 
Enghish priests should be so eager to foster 
the greatness of Fran v, ‘The protec:

Dr. Graves ¢ me 
placently and rightly arzues from the 
exumple of 8. Paul. We do not read that 
Paul has over inquired into the 
intentions of Felix or Festus. 

() But there ave the “titles and in- 
signia assumed by the French prests !”” 
+ "We do not pose as Chinese mandarins, 
it iy said. If the author alludes to titles 
ot ivsignia personally granted to a few 
missionaries, it se-ms, Mr. Editor, that a 
viest may as lawfully acc-pt a distinction 
From a Chinese emperor, as for an Easlish- 
man to wear the insignia of a French or 
Geran order, if they have beon conferred 
upon him. Tf the allusion is to the much 
controverted decree of last year, and to 
Catholic missionaries generally, Dr. Graves, 
who has ‘a command of the Chinese 
Janguage,” must have read the text and 
should remember that it does not give us 
the rank or title of imandarins, but on!y 
the ight of being received by the 
authorities in certain cases and under 
certain conditions. Any authority or 
power given to missionaries is quite out of 
the question.

Neatly three years have now elapsed 
since the coup d’érat of 1898. It may be 
truly and accurately asserted that, from 

tlt time up to the fallof Peking last year, 
Kang Yi was the chief obstacle in the way 
of reform and was largely responsible for 
the lamentable calamity which befell China 
in consequence +f the Boxer trouble, It 
may be asserte! with eq ml truth and ac- 
curacy that the continuation of the present 
unsettled state of wffsirs in China has been 
entirely brought xbout by the Grand 
Councillor, La Chuan-lin, who ab present 
enjoys aliow's shue of the Empress 
Dowager’s confidence and iz uncensingly 
pouring evil counsels i.to Her Majesty's 
car. Todo Lu Chuan-lin justice, let him 
be called the ‘Second Kany Yi. 

At the vutbreck of the Boxer distu 
Dances, it will be remembered, Lu Chuan. 
held the Governorship of Kiangsu and was 
known to be « geeat sympathiser with the 
insurgents. Later on, the Yangtze Compact 
had heen concluded between the Southern 
and Eastern Vi ‘the Consular Body 
at Shanghai for mutual protection, which 
disgusted 1.u Chuan-lin 0 much that ho, xt 
once, led an army northward to join ‘the 
Boxers under Prince Tuwn and Kang Yi in 
abacking and murdering the foreigners, 
firmly believing that, if hi services were 
attended with succcs:, he would -ucely 
be appointed to the Vicernyaity of the 
Liangkiang proviners in recognitron of his 
loyalty.

may lot be repeated. But with such a 
Ligvted and asti-foreign Minister as Lu 
Chun-linat thehead of the Administration, 
wh» has not been taught any wisdom by 
the bitter experiences of last year, or 
terrorised by the severe punishments Ying 
Lien, Chio Shu-chiso and others had 
suff-red, how is it possible to bring about 
a speedy settlement of the present criti- 
cal situation and to avoid similar trouble 
in future?

THE EMPRESS DOWAGER'S 
SEALS. : 
——_ 


Amongst the many beautiful and unique 
specimens of Chinese art, ete., brought 
down from Peking hy-Foreigners since the 
fall of that city last August, which brought 
out large sums of money fron the pockets 
of connmissenrs into the hands of the lucky 
Guders, perhaps one of the most unique, 
we may even sy the most unique—owing 
to there being no duplicates to. them—is 
the set of jadestone seals of the Empross 
Dowager, th» present lucky owner of 
which is Mv. E, M. O'Brien, an American 
gentleman, who is returning to the States 
via Europe, Of course thera were other 
enriosities in the lot brousht down by 


























Mr, O'Brien, of which more anon. 
‘Ths seals'in question are of different 
sizes, some square and sorae rectangular, 





and the characters (ancient Chinese Seal 
characters) on them denote to what Throne- 
hall, pavilion or kiosk in the palaces each 
bel Tt isa well-known fact that the 
Empress Dowager is very fond of printing 
in water colours and writing large char- 
acters, some as lunge as a foot and a-half 
square in size, which she likes to hang up 
in the diff-rent palaces and Imperial apart- 
ments as a proof of her ability in this 
li and which she intends to be trans- 
mirtel to posterity. On each of these 
scrolls of paintings or written characters, 
her Majesty impresses one of her own 
julestone s-a's to show to the world that 
these scrolls are by her own Imperial hand. 

OF these jalestone seals the most 
beautifully carved are a pair of rectangular 
shaped ones with phoenixes carved on tho 
horders, whilst the characters in the middle 
denote that they belong to the Yik‘un 
Palace. ‘That is to say. when the Empress 
Dowager happens to be in the Yik‘un 
Palace whilst writing or painting a scrolt 
she uses these seals on it to show where it, 
was doue, ‘There isanuther pair of sitailarly. 
shaped seals belonging to thy Lichinghsien 
Court, onw of which has dragons and the 
oth ©’ phoonixes carved on the borders, 
|As a watter of fact tho phomix is the 
special muk or crest of an Empress or 
Empress Dowager of the Chinese Empire, 
while the dragon is the mark of the 
Emperor. In the p esent, case, however, 
the Empréss Dowager having usurped the 
treins of Government arrogaies to herself 
the prerogatives of the Em wr rand there- 
fore she had dragons carved on the borders 
of one of these seals of the Lichinghsien 
Court. This makes the pair of seals 












































belonging to that Court the most unique of 
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the whole lot of the Empress Dow 
seals and will be a token to succeedins 
generations of her usurpation aud the 
reality of her power in the Euy 

There are other seals various 
shapes and s'zes belonging to other 
Imperial Palaces, Courts, or. pavilions, 
but the above brief description suftiecs 
to show the uses to whieh they are 
put by the Empress Dowager. In fa-t 
the value of these seals does mot lie 
in the material of which they are made 
(arcen-coloured jadestone) but because 
they were ihe personal property of the 
now famous Empress. Dowager, Tze-hs'- 
tuan-yu, etc, the present real ruler of 
China, and because there are no duplicates 
in existencé of these seals. We lean also 
that a very high Chinese official here 
offered a couple of thousand taels for three 
of these seals but the offer was refus d 
being below their actual valuein the es 
tion of connoisseurs, Besides the Empress 
Downger's seals which number some seven 
or eight in all, there is wlso one of white 
jade, the surface of which is of a beautiful 
Mark red colour, which stands «bout 8 inches 
high and square at the bottom where the 
seal is engraved, The legend on this seal 
says that ‘it is only the learned of the 
present day who love the lore of the 
Ancients.” It belonged to the Emperor 
Kien Lung (1736/95) of this dywasty, ant is 
stated to have been carved by himself, his 
Majesty having been quite an artist in 
this way, many specimens of his work heing 
still in’ the Palaces at Peking, whilst 
many ay | 
the enptors Another unig 
work of art is a beautiful piece of 
coloured embroidery work brought down 
by Mr. O'Brien, This is» “Tolo” prayer 
coverlet, with 28 figures of Buddha 
embroidered on it, These prayer coverlets 
are presented by the Sovereign to hi 
highest Ministers, only, upon their demise, 
to be used as a covering of shroud,

THE ASSASSINS.

| A further short deseri of the 
| Assassins, or the tribes of the "Old Man 
{of the Mountains,” as they were known 
the West, and whow we referred to in 
r last Saturday's issue in our brief 
| account of the Khoja tribe, may be of 
} interest. 
These people are known in the East as 
ailites, a sect of Shias. In the early 
es of Mahomedanista the influence of 
Greek philosophy, of the Magians, 
Sabeans, ete., created a+ number of 
anystical sects who believed in a system of 
Lamaisin, holding that the spirit of Ali 
was transmitted to a line of descendants 
j known as Imams. Jafer Sadi, the fifth 
Tinam, nominated his son Ismail as his 
successor and afterwards deposed him in 
‘favour of another son Musa. Many of 
the Shias held that the original appoint- 
ment of Ismail was immutable, and 
declared that the Imamate had passed to 
Muhamed, the son of Ismail, whom they 
recognised as the cighth and last visible 
Imam. The Shias succeeded in founding 
the Fatimile dynasty in Egypt, of which 
the Isimailites becamo a sect, with head- 
| quarters in Cairo, from where they sent 
| out missionaries of their secret and mysti- 
cult. Among these was. one Hassan 
h, son of an Arab named Ali, who went 
! to Persia, where a son Hassan was born to 
‘him. ‘This Hassan acquired great renown, 
j and in A.D. 1090, seized the fortress of 
amut and several other places in Kuhi 
lan from the Teljuk Turks. Hassan was 
| succeeded by his son Kia Buzurk Umid. 
| ‘he power of the Assassins continued to 
increase, and two of the Abbasside Khalifs 
wore killed by them, This man was suc- 
ceeded by his son Hassan. Hitherto the 
Ismailite chiefs had merely called them- 
selves the missionaries of the Tmams, that 
is the Fatimile Khalifs, but in A.D. 1164, 
' this Hassan proclaimed himself the viear of 
the Invisible Imam, and broke away from 
his allegiance to the tenets of the Shias. 
He introduced a great deal of new mysti- 
cal teaching. “Having been assassinated 
by his brother, he was succeeded by his 
fahomed, who, on the destruction of 
‘atimile ‘denasty in Egypt by tho 
‘ celebrated Saladin, acquired fresh renown 
{and caused his followers to assassinate 
many prominent Mahommedan princes 
‘who denounced him as a heretic—hence 
| this sect were denominated assassins. 
At the great Kurittai which took place 
in 1246, resulting in the election of Kuyuk 
i Khan as grand Khan of China and Tar- 
tary. the ambassadors of the chief of the 
Isniailites were represented and were sent 
home with cevere threats for their masters,

| and like Milton's angels, receive bloodless 


wounds which will heal whilst they are 
being made and cause no pain. Moreover 
this spirit. which animated the Northern 
| Chinese though it bore a semblance to 
patriotic fire, was in its intensity com- 
| paratively local. Sporadic riots there 
| were outside the two affected provinces 
| where official pressure was relaxed. as 
| there always will be in China, where there 
are millions on the verge of starvation 
| and plenty can be secured by setting fire 
to the dwelling of a neighbour. There 
was howerer no cohesion, no united 
action, no outflaming of a national spirit. 
Whilst the wildest storms of fury were 
lashing the North into a frenzy of 
madness, the South was comparatively 
quiet. The majority of the Southerners 
‘hated both Europeans and Pechilese alike 
| —the latter probably as bitterly as the 
‘former. We do not think, notwithstand- 
ing this sudden outburst of the North, 
that the human conglomorate we call 
China, with its confusion of languages, of 
customs, of dispositions, and of interests, 
will ever be moved by a unified national 
spirit. Whilst in the North Europeans 
and Chinese were killing each other, in 











the South the latter were quietly working 
for the former and appeared to be most 
willing to embrace the opportunity to 
carn an extra dollar though by so doing 
they were loading ships with shot and 
shell, with which their capital was to bo 
destroyed and their Emperor overthrown. 
Nor must wo forget that in their grip 
of all modern improvements the Chinese 
are decades behind the West. The pro- 
verb says: “Lost time can never be found 
again.” ‘The tremendous disadvantages 
at which the Chinese stand to-day in 
regard to all modern inventions will make 
it practically impossible for them to over- 
take their competitors in the race. By 
the time they have reached the place we 
occupy to-day, where shall we be? It is 
impossible to think that we have reached 
the limits of advance. Each generation 
prides itself on its own achievements, and 
looks back on its predecessors with a self 
satisfied smile. But in the sphere of war, 
the future will place in our hands weapons 
of protection and destruction undreamt 
of to-day. Indeed, it seems likely that 
the Chinese will have to content them- 
selves with the cust-off clothes of the 
West and will not always get these of the 
best material, Moreover China is too 
poor to create and support a standing 
army, without which it will be impossible 
for her seriously to threaten either 
Europe or the European who now dwells 
on her shores. Mistakes like those of 
last year only strengthen .the hold 
that her ememies—as they are regarded— 
have on her, and will make it increasingly 
difficult for her to shake them off. In 
addition we may believe that a closer 
intercourse with each other will tend to 
dissipate mutual suspicions and mutual 
hatreds. We think therefore that we can 
afford to effect a satisfactory settlement 
of the present difficulties at Peking, 
without the lurking fear that after we are 
sleeping in our graves, our children will 
be compelled to pay the bill which we aro 
to-day running up and leaving unpaid, 




















ELECTRIC STORM AT 
FOOCHOW.

The following interesting letter appears 
in the “Foochow Echo” of the 4th 
instant :— 





Liangau, 2nd May, 1901. 
To the Editor of 
Tus “Fooctow Dany Ecno.” 

Dear Sir,—The electric storm with 
hh we have been favoured this evening, 
seems to call for more than a passing 
notice. I was spending the evening ont, 
so did not witness the early progress of 
the storm, but from soon after ten to past 
cleven o'clock I gaye it my  uadivided 
attention. 

The lightning was not of that very 
brilliant character which frequently marks 
the storms here ia Foochow, partly, no 
doubt, due to the fact that’ the clouds, 
not being very dense, permitted a very 
considerable amount of light from the 
nearly full moon to pass through them; 
but the electric flashes were very beauti- 
ful and were characterised by some very 
interesting and, as far as my observation 
extends, some very unusual phenomena. 
During the period referred to there seem 
to have been two centres of electrical 
display, one, a small, dull grey cloud 
situato’a little South of East, from my 
point of observation, about 30° to 40° 
from the horizon and travelling slowly in 
a direction slightly North of East; "the 
other « heary looking mass, a little West 
of South, i.e. slightly to the right of “ One 
Tree Hill” travelling in the same direc- 

ion, 
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As a rule the electric fluid appears to 
pass in one continuous wave more nz less 
sinuous in form, less frequently in two 
or three waves of similar form emanating 
and radiating from a common centre, 
though frequently this centre may be 
‘obscured from view by the electric cloud 
itself. 

In the case of the small, dull grey cloud 
above referred to, which emitted several 
dozen flashes, nearly all were charac- 
terised by a form, which for want of a 
better description I will eall the eat-o' 
ninetail type. The electric current, 
cmanating from a point corresponding to 
the end of the stick, was divided into 
many waves corresponding to the thongs 
of the “cat” and in most cases traversing 
the same direction as that of the wind. 
But what was a more remarkable and 
unusual phenomenon was that these waves 
after travelling a comparatively short 
distance appeared to be broken up into a 
number of disconnected sparks, just as 
the sparks from a torch are blown by the 
wind. 

Many of the flashes proceeditg from 
the heavy cloud in the South bore the same 
characteristics though in a less marked 
degree. 

Perhaps some scientist or other observer 
of clectric storms better versed in the 
subject than the writer may be able to 
inform us if such phenomena have been 
observed before, and as to what is the 
probable cause of the spark-like appear- 
ance,

MODERN CHINESE 
MIRACLES. 


v. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 

‘These references to Chinese miracles sliall 
close with a chapter which stall contain 
some eclectic exaniples. They are selected 
at random from many others, all of which as 
sume the prevalence of certain vices or of 
the possibility of certain virtues, and the 
former seem to predominate. It may seem 
strange that it should be necessary to invent 
8‘ miracle” in order to warn people of the 
extreme folly of quarrelling. But those 
who are familiar with the conditions of 
Chinese everyday life and the peculiar 
structure of Chinese society, will not be sur- 
prised that quarrels should be so very 
frequent, aud are not therefore astonished 
that the author should attempt to culm 
their ferocity and diminish their frequency. 
For in their general characteristics they 
have been called, not inaptly, “social ty- 
phoona.” ‘The Chinese characters, whose 
respective meanings are_ ‘to quarrel,” “to 
revile,” “to hurl abusive epithets,” are 
by their very structure very suygestive 
to those who understand them. ‘The clas 
ical word is Ch'i. It is composed of two 
mpler words, which mean respectively 
vapour” and “rice” The idea seems 
to be that just as a steam-engine must blow 
off steam when the fires are blazing aud 
the peut up energy is superabundant, #0 a 
human being must shout nnd wrangle when 
he is in good feltle and is opposed und 
crossed in any way. There is uo alterna. 
tive. Nav, which means “to be irritable,” 
is composed of three simple characters 
which represent a woman between two 
men, or at other times x man between two 
women, for either way of writing the 
character ig current. ‘This character spenks 
for itself, ‘There is another Nao composed 
of “woman” and “mouth.” One of the 
ligt things at which the newcomer stands 
aghast when he comes to China is the 
whiclwind of energy and the sulphurous 
torrent of angry words that may issue from 
the mouth of an angry woman. ‘There is 
yet another Nao composed of “door” and 
“market.” “Market days are generally 
held on the 3rd, the Sth, and 
10th of the month, and these 
succeed each

Does not the 
teaching of Confucius bid them to entreat 
tenderly the stranger from afar, and has 
not the “worship of right” grown amongst 
them for 30 centuries, so that the mere 
suggesting that “right must be supported 
by might excites something more than 
amzement”? ‘The Chinese are really a 
people of “broad views and wide tole- 
rance.” “Law reigns everywhere, and 
disorder is the exception,” amongst this 
“preeminently reasonable people,? whose 
leaders attain to power not, as is common- 
ly supposed, through corruption and in- 
trigue, but by their ‘intellectual prowess.” 
The concession Sir Robert advises the 
Powers to make should not be “spoiled by 
reservation and restrictions, beyond, per- 
haps, a stipulation for evidence to be taken 
on oath and some right of. appeal.” 
If it were not so spoiled China 
would be ‘on its honour” and * the whi 
force of Chinese thought and te 















































would then be enlisted in tho foreigner's 


favour.” This counsel, Sir Robert owns, 
isnot original, It is borrowed from the 
Chinese statesman Wea Hsiang, who told 
us in 1868 to “do awa 
territoriality clause” and our missionaries 
and merchants might go and settle whero 
they pleased. The wonder Sic Robert 
feels is, not that foreigners are tortured 
and butehered now aad then, but that so 
few outrages or accidents happen.” He 
compares such incidents to the auti-Ltalian 
riot in New Orleans and to the disturbances 
which “caused London to blush for some 
thousand cxsualties last Novembor” a 
statement of allegod fact which will surprise 
Londoners, At any rate, he points out, 
the Chineso do not murder them own 
rulers, as Presidents Lincoln, Garfield, and 
not, the Empress of Austria, and tho 
King of Italy were murdered. 
‘Tue Boxer movement, in’ 
judgment, was “patriotic in origi 
justifiable in its fundamental idea.” Tt 
wwas ‘doubtless the product of official in- 
spiration,” and its objects—the extermina- 
tion of the native Christians and the ex- 
pulsion of foreigners—will probably be ac- 
complished by the sous or grandsons of the 
patriot volunteers of last summer, who will 
then be about 20 millioos strong. Sir 
Robert wavers as to the degree to which 
the highest authorities were responsiblo 
for the crimes of the Boxers. He expresses 
hearty approbation of the action of the 
Empress-Dowager in appointing Prince 
Tuan—though she knew him to be a 
head of the Boxers”—to be a member 
of the Tsungli Yamén, just before tho 
attack on the Leyations. ‘ Responsibi- 
lity and actual personal dealings with 
mers would be a good expetivnee and a 
useful education for thisPrinco,” and would, 
she thought, ultimately convert Tuan into 
a sturdy “ supporter of progress and good 
relations.” ‘The aims and doings of the 
Boxers, he admits elsewhere, “were 
landed ‘and upheld by the very highest 
dignitaries of the Empire,” and it is 
uncertain, he confesses, “how far the 
Empress-Dowager went with them will- 
ingly or under compulsion.” But in other 
| places Sir Robert seems to insinuate 
doubts as to the complicity of the Chinese 
Gorernment in the acts perpetrated by 
their own troops and under the direction 
of the father of the heir to the throne. 
At all orents, the Chinese Government— 
| despite the studies in Wheaton to which 
their champion so complacently refers— 
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” | “thought it was fair war they were waging 
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and not murder they were committing.” 
‘The attack on the Talm forts, it is hinted, 
without any declaration of war, lent some 
colour to their view. ‘That attack, Sir 


Robert rather inconsequently allows, saved j 


his life and that of all the Europeans in 
Peking and perhaps in Tientsin. He 
omits, however, to state that it was made 
because the Admirals had information that 
the forts were about to open fire on their 
ships. 

‘The fundamental principle which under- 
lies all Sir Robert Hart's special pleading 
is that the Chinese are right in mest of 
their controversies with the Powers and 
that the Powers aro wrong. Prince Kung 
was right when he bade us “take away 
‘our missionaries and our’ opium and we 
should be welcome.” Wen Hsiang was 
equally right when he urged vs to cancel 
our extra-territoriality clause. So pro- 
foundly is Sir Robert impressed by the 
views of these great statesmen that he 
quotes them three times over. ‘The “most- 
fayoured-nation” clause is objectionable 
as well as extra-territoriality, and it ought 
to bo abandoned. It is an obstacle to 
concessions ‘in exchange for special ad- 
vantages "such, perhaps, as were pro- 
posed in the draft Manchuria Agreement ; 
ut Sir Robert doubts whether a land- 
frontier privilege can properly be claimed 
under it at a far-off seaport. Curiously 
enough Russia is said to have raised the 
samo doubt, and to have obtained a con- 
cession from China purporting to decide it 
in her favour some time ago. Sir Robert 
openly accepts the view lately held by the 
predominant clique at the Chinese Court, 
that “Russia may yet be the first to 
restore to China her sovereign rights, and 
so cement for ever the neighbourly 
friendship that has characterised so much 
of hier action in the past.” 

Sir Robert, it need hardly be said, is 
bitterly opposed to the effective opening, 
of the inland waterways to Europeans. 
‘The step would be not only harmful to 
the finances of the provinees but injurious 
to the vested intorests of native traders 
and boatowners. ‘The waterways, he s: 
are already open to all who comply w 
the regulations. He ignores the fact that 
those regnlations wero deliberately con- 
trived to convert the alleged concession 
into a sham. ‘The right of missionaries 
to acquire property and live inland is, 
he maintains, “open to question” and 
“their presuming to teach at all is itself 
irritating.” Indeed alien protection for 
natives who forsake the national cult” 
ranks, with “curtailment of the natural 
right of jurisdiction” and “cancellation 
of such defensible monopolies” as that of 
the coasting trade, amongst the wrongs 
done to China by the existing treaty 
systom. Sir Robert docs not pretend to 
hope that that sestem will be modified 
as he and his Chinese employers de: 
He is content to argue that justice 
and expediency are on the side 
of. the Chinese’ Government, and that 
‘until we abandon our countrymen to the 
tender mercies of Chinese criminal Ine, 
withdraw our protection from Chinese 
converts to Christianity, silence our 
missionaries, and renounce some of our 
commercial privileges, good relations be- 


















































tween China and ourselves are hopeless. 
‘The cynical boldness with which he main- 
tains” this position and justifies or 


palliates the conduct of the Chinese, in 
the face of recent and notorious facts, 
is a conclusive proof that English states: 
men could find no more untrustworthy 
guide in Far Eastern affairs amongst 
British subjects. Sir Robert Hart's 
knowledge and expericnce of China are 
very great, but his bins in favour of the 
worst abuses of Manchu rule snd of 
Chinese exclusiveness disqualifies him for 
any position in the present negotiations 
but that of a recognised advocate of the 
Imperial Court.

Truxtsiy ix getting daily worse and 
worse, sellers are apparently forcing off their goods and there is no inducement to order fresh suppli¢s. All other markets are ina very 
quiet state at the moment, but there should bs a bit of a spurt before the hot weather set:
